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State Committee 
Recommends Laws 
for Health Plans

New legislation was recom­ 
mended Wednesday by a 
State Assembly subcommit­ 
tee in an attempt to protect 
dance and health studio 
clients from the misrepre­ 
sentation of a defunct Lomita 
health club.

The victims claim they 
were sold life memberships

the club which, immediate-
after, went out of business. 

Despite the fact the club no 
longer exists, the clients' con­ 
tracts are in the hands of a 
finance company which de­ 
mands payment.

Some health club and 
dance studio practices verge 
"seriously close to fraud and
*xtor(ion," the subcommittee 
rrported. The group made 
J^vf proposals to protect pos-
 ible victims.

The committee proposed to 
forbid lifetime contracts, 
limit prepaid contracts to one 
year and prepayment to $500, 
prohibit assignment of con­ 
tracts to professional collec­ 
tion agencies, and require 
contracts to provide for 
termination on disability or 
Jeath.

A suggestion from Attor­ 
ney General Stanley Mosk to 
forbid contracts altogether 
and place all studios on a 
pay-as-you-go basis was turn­ 
ed down by the subcommit­ 
tee.

Representatives from the 
studios testified that con­ 
tracts were necessary to bind 

«jstomers because when a 
ient quits after only a few 

visits, the company loses 
money.

Paramount Health Studios 
of Lomita have had suit 
brought against them by 
Kern Enterprises of Bakers- 
field because the local club 
closed, its doors after prom­ 
ising lifetime memberships.

The $33,373.48 suit wa-s 
rought against Jack Watt

h o was named president, 
and Carlton Moore, secretary. 
The suit was asking for re- 
rompensation for property 
sold. i

In March, Watt was ac­ 
cused of making false state­ 
ments regarding a waterless 
battery he distributed. The 
Federal Trade Commission

Last fall, he was given a 

180-day suspended sentence 
and placed on probation in 
the South Bay Municipal 
Court by Judge Donald Arm­ 
strong.
